dred volu nteer firemen from within a radiu s of 18 miles saved the b u siness set tion of the city 
when one ot the worst fires seen here in the past I > years destroyed the A. I . Sheetz Sons’ 
department store in the center of the city early today. 
I he flames raged for more than three 
hou rs endangering nu merou s old landmarks and other b u ildings lie fore they cou ld b e b rou ght 
tinder control. 
I he damage was estimated at b etween $60,000 and $75,000. 
1 lie b la/e was firs! discovered in the two story frame warehou se in the rear of the main 
three story stone stru ctu re. Despite all efforts of firemen the flames destroyed the warehou se 
and two au to tru cks, then ate their way into the main b u ilding, destroying all except a small 
amou nt of stock in the show windows of the store. 
Nearb y homes were damaged and a 
b arn on a nearb y lot was destroyed. Eleven cows and two race horses b elonging to A. J. 
Leatherman in a b arn in th e rear of the store were rescu ed.
